I^robable line will be by Taney town 
and Westnunster, though Emmii^burg 
is trying not to be avoided.

points, or about 40 miles shorter than 
by Baltimore. 
It is presumed that the

north ol Washington nnd north of the 
Jiead of the Eastern Branch, with the 
f^Tialtimore and Folomacr,tracks, so as to 
iliave the benefit in Washington of its 
i terminals. 
Should the line be built the 
advantage to this region would be ma- 
terial. 
The line would naturally divert 
. trade from Carlisle and Harrisburg Xo 
i both Baltimore and Washington. 
Dis- 
,tance is money, and diminished dis- 
v Unce means increased trade and earn- 
ings.

horrible scene of torHire was cn- 
actcd early Tuesdiiy morning near Cen- 
ireviHe, a sm^ll village in the eastern 
part of Merceî county, by masked rob- 
bers, who broke into the residence ot 
Lewis 
Patterson, a wealthy 
larmer. 
They covered Patterson with a revolver 
and demanded his money, which he re- 
iused to give up. 
They carried him to 
a barn and, finding; that threats of hang- 
ing did not «frighten him, took him to 
the house again and cruelly thrust his 
naked feet in a hot fire and 
burned 
them 50 badly that it is feared amputa- 
tion will be necessary. 
The burglars

'i'hey found but Î40, a 
gold watch and a few trifles, which they 
carried off with them.

The hills on the north side of Ches- 
ter Valley, were brightly

The storm of Saturday was one of 
great violence, extending over a great 
expanse of 
territory—from 
Western 
Pennsylvania to North Carolina—and 
was accompanied 
by rain, hail and 
snow,and occasional thunder and light- 
ning.. 
Much damage was done and 
heavy losses sustained in many places. 
At the Delaware Break Water the light 
barge Sunshine foundered, and her cap- 
tain,together with his wife, twochildreiji 
and one seaman, was drowned. 
At 
Norfolk, Va., the losses by wind and 
water will probably amount to ^350,- 
000. 
At many places the snow fall 
was the heaviest experienced this season 
and much suffering will result. 


An east-bound passenger train on the 
Santa P'e railroad stopped lor some 
cause at Lorenzo, near Joliet, Ills., ear- 
ly Wednesday morning, and a freight 
train that was following it crashed in- 
to the rear car, completely telescoping 
it. 
Seven people were killed and four- 
fourteen wounded. 
The freight engiri 
eer and fireman were badly scalded, 
and their recovery is doubtful. 
It is 
stated that the car destroyed was the 
directors' special car, and that several 
officials of the road were killed. 


Burglars Monday night entered the 
house of Christian Amole, a wealthy 
farmer near Caernovan, Berks county. 
The farmer and his wife were awaken- 
ed by a masked burglar appearing in 
their bedroom with a lighted coal oil 
lamp, which he threw at Amole. 
It 
exploded, and while the farmer was 
putting out the fire the burglars escap- 
ed with about $400 
worth of articles.
